walked and talked with our first parents in the

TEXT: Luke 18:1, “Men ought always to pray.” 





T HAS BEEN WISELY SAID that we can live 
right without preaching, singing, or any oth- 
er special work, but he who tries to make it 
without prayer will fail, for prayer is the 
channel through which Christians keep their 

— — spiritual lives renewed. 

Jesus would teach His disciples that they should never 
give up and stop praying, so He gave them the parable 
which you read in the Gospel according to St. Luke 
18:1-8. Notice the conditions. A widow goes to an “unjust” 
judge. This man does not “fear God.” He does not “re- 
gard man.” Poor widow! You have a hard “nut to crack.” 
Your adversary continues to annoy you. You get no help 
from the “Hard-hearted judge”; but alas! The picture 
changes, for said he: “I must do something about this 
matter or this woman will keep coming”—‘“Lest she wor- 
ry me.” I am happy to say that our blessed heavenly 
Father never gets worried; neither is He unjust or hard- 
hearted, but He is anxious to help us. His eyes are over 
us, and His ears are open to our prayers, as we cry day 
or night unto Him. 











PRAYER is not mere words. If words could 
be called prayer, then the Pharisee in verse 11 would 
have gotten the victory, and the poor publican would 
have fallen short. “Two men went up into the temple to 
pray; the one a Pharisee, and the other a publican. The 
Pharisee stood and prayed thus with himself, God, I 
thank thee, that I am not as other men are, extortioners, 
unjust, adulterers, or even as this publican. I fast twice 
in the week, I give tithes of all that I possess. And the 
publican, standing afar off, would not lift up so much as 
his eyes unto heaven, but smote upon his breast, saying, 
God be merciful to me a sinner. I tell you, this man went 
down to his house justified rather than the other: for 
everyone that exalteth himself shall be abased; and he 
that humbleth himself shall be exalted.” 

Prayer is not just a lot of noise, for see yonder in the 
Temple stands a broken-hearted woman grieving because 
it has not been her privilege to present her husband with 
a man child. 1 Samuel 1:10, 11, “And she was in bitter- 
ness of soul, and prayed unto the Lord, and wept sore. 
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And she vowed a vow, and said, O Lord of hosts, if thou 
wilt indeed look on the affliction of thine handmaid, and 
remember me, and not forget thine handmaid, but wilt 
give unto thine handmaid a man child, then I will give 
him unto the Lord all the days of his life, and there shall 
no razor come upon his head.” (See verses 12 and 13.) 
She did not pray with an audible voice, only her lips 
worked. She got results! 

It makes little difference about the position of the 
body. Elijah stretched himself upon the widow’s son and 
prayed. Solomon stood at the dedication of the Temple 
and prayed. Jonah, inside the fish, prayed out of the belly 
of hell. Jesus kneeled down in Gethsemane, and God sent 
angels to Him. Paul and Silas, feet fastened in the stocks, 
prayed and the jail doors came open. They had a great 
revival. The thief hanging on the cross prayed. Prayer is 
the greatest avenue of approach to God. It is a soul com- 
muning with its Maker. It is when we unload our burden 
and reload with blessings. 


GODLY MEN of all ages have prayed. We see 
faithful Abraham praying for his friend Lot. Daniel 
prayed with his face toward Jerusalem. Jesus spent the 
night in prayer. The Church prayed for Peter when he 
was in jail. The most successful men of our time are men 
of prayer. Jesus said you ought to pray. It is our privilege. 
The disciples saw our Lord praying. It created a desire to 
know how to pray efficiently. So they said: “Lord, teach 
us to pray.” He gave them a model prayer: 


Our Father, 

Hallowed be thy name; 

Thy will be done. 

Give us grace for this day; 
Forgive us like we forgive others; 
Lead us around temptations; 
Deliver us from evil. 

The glory is yours. 


Those who have taken time out for honest, persistent, 
conscientious, prevailing prayer are the ones who have 
been successful in every walk of life. If you will promise 
me to pray before you faint, I shall be happy. 
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TRUE HOLINESS

Ephesians 4:24 


77 ANY WORDS of our language have lost 
> their punch because of the familiarity with 
which we use them. They have become so 
commonplace we are unimpressed when 
we hear them. One of those words is “holi- 
ness.” So long have we heard expressions 
such as “holiness people,” “holiness 
church,” “preaching holiness,” etc., that the word “holi- 
ness” simply does not mean what it did when we first be- 
came identified with it. Most of us now understand it as 
a rather inclusive word and know that many who could 
hardly testify to an experience of holiness of heart are 
fellow travelers with the holiness crowd. But that telling 
little adjective that precedes and qualifies the word “holi- 
ness” in Ephesians 4:24, “true,” gives force and pungency 
and brings back the old meaning to the word “holiness.” 

Upon first consideration of this phrase “true holiness,” 
a question arises, “Can there be another kind? If not, 
why the distinction?” After some reflection anyone will 
surely acknowledge that there is a “false” and a “true” 
holiness. There is that blamelessness of human character 
for which so many strive and yearn, but which God com- 
pletely ignores. There is, thank God, a true holiness which 
springs solely from relationship with God and which reg- 
ulates and establishes our goings, and between the two 
there is a great gulf fixed. 

There is a feigned holiness which is nothing more nor 
less than a carnal attempt to polish the “old man” and 
fit him for heaven without redemption and regeneration. 
Jesus placed the adherents of this brand of holiness in 
the category of “whited sepulchres full of dead men’s 
bones.” He knew that beneath the outward sheen there 
was corruption. Nevertheless, knowing that holiness is 
God’s inexorable standard for all men, a feigned, pre- 
tended, imitation holiness is the master scheme of Satan. 

If one should set out to find the devil’s masterpiece, 
where do you suppose he would find it? Do you imagine 
it would be one of the human derelicts along Skid Row? 
The wretched criminal at his wits’ end-and in the grip of 
the law? Or the miserable prostitute, homeless, foul, wast- 
ing away with disease? I doubt it. In my opinion it is the 
person who has adopted a false holiness, a standard of 
moral rectitude that by-passes the cross of Calvary and 
redemption. Satan does not oppose moral character. 
Though not particularly engaged in the business of im- 
proving character, he recognizes that the respectable 
sinner, living above reproach, is a far greater asset to his 
cause than all the outcasts of earth. It is upon the moral 





ceptable to modern society because of his outward ap- 
pearance and reputation, and because society never looks 
at the heart. But neither respectability nor reputation— 
according to Abraham Lincoln, sometimes longer, some- 
times shorter than the man himself—can simulate or ap- 
proach Bible holiness. 


THE MESSAGE of Jesus to Nicodemus, “Ye 
must be born again,” though proclaimed for almost two 
thousand years, is still the message of the day. It needs to 
be preached from the housetop, without apology, to our 
generation, and although it may savour of antiquity, it is 
the only antidote for Satan’s imitations and substitutes. 


A substitute for that message of old is the work of mod- 
ern reformers who would make us over by merely having 
us give up our baser sins and habits. Today there are 
many prescriptions abroad to reform the sinner—the 
Keely Cure for alcoholics; a special and very particular 
brain operation for thieves; psychiatry for a host of 
troubled souls; to say nothing of the multitude of sins 
that supposedly will yield to the magic wand of education 
and higher living standards. It is not disputed that all 
these cures have some value and may temporarily enable 
an individual to discover a degree of peace of mind, but 
in view of the fact that man’s trouble is spiritual, they 
are only temporary quack remedies and can do nothing 
to blot out his sins and produce that true “holiness with- 
out which no man shall see the Lord.” 

Certain ill-informed Christian workers, who may well 
be classified as reformers, spend entirely too much effort 
attempting to make people holy by regulating their ex- 
ternal appearance—the kind of apparel, the length of 
the dress and of the hair, the kind of hats, uniform styles 
of clothing for both men and women. It has been wisely 
said, “Often behind a ragged jacket there beats an honest 
heart.” Equally wise and true it is that behind a holy robe 
there often lives a heart of shame. But a holy life will 
seek to “adorn the doctrine” with apparel that becometh 
saints, while no amount of fixing will transform a life of 
sin into one of holiness. 


ALL I HAVE said of holiness thus far has 
been negative. On the positive side, let us ascertain just 
what true holiness is. It is, in brief, the ability to stand 
in the presence of God and man without fear, guilt, or 
condemnation. It is a matter of having the sin question 
settled and being righteous in the sight of God. This holy 
state is attained through no merit on our part, and no 
demerit on our part can deprive us of entering into it if 
we will receive it as God’s gift. It is of grace, and grace

of yourselves: it is the gift of God,” Ephesians 2:8. “Not 
by works of righteousness which we have done, but ac- 
cording to his mercy he saved us by the washing of re- 
generation, and the renewing of the Holy Ghost,” Titus 
3:5. “For he hath made him to be sin for us, who knew 
no sin: that we might be made the righteousness of God 
in him,” 2 Corinthians 5:21. “Wherein he hath made us 
accepted in the beloved,” Ephesians 1:6. By faith we have 
the righteousness of God: “But now the righteousness of 
God without the law is manifested . . . Even the right- 
eousness of God which is by faith of Jesus Christ unto all 
and upon all them that believe,” Romans 3:21, 22. Saving 
faith marks the end of the struggles, reforms, and the 
fight to be good. Through simple faith in the crucified 
Saviour righteousness is received as a gift. “But of him 
are ye in Christ Jesus, who of God is made unto us wis- 
dom, and righteousness, and sanctification, and redemp- 
tion,” 1 Corinthians 1:30. 

Thus it is through faith in the crucified Lord that the 
miracle of the new creation takes place, in which the be- 
liever is “created in righteousness and true holiness,” 
Ephesians 4:24. He is declared righteous on the ground 
of the perfect sacrifice of Calvary’s Lamb; :the righteous- 
ness of Christ is imputed to him and the divine nature is 
infused into him. “Whereby are given unto us exceeding 
great and precious promises, that by these ye might be 
partakers of the divine nature,” 2 Peter 1:4. 

From all the above scripture references, and numerous 
others, it is crystal clear that true holiness is not an at- 
tainment of human character, but wholly the operation 
of “the spirit of holiness” (Romans 1:4) within. Judging 
from observation, most likely there have been some non- 
Christians whose lives were exemplary and free from out- 
ward sin. But be it known to all, that it is this type of 
holiness which is in the sight of God “filthy rags.” It will 
never admit a soul to heaven. It is the product of the 
carnal, the fleshly, and “they that are in the flesh can- 
not please God...if ye live after the flesh, ye shall die,” 
Romans 8:8, 13. True holiness is “fulfilled in us, who 
walk not after the flesh, but after the Spirit,” Romans 
8:4. 


‘THE FRUIT produced by any life is the proof 
of the kind of a life it is. True holiness produces holiness 
fruit. “But now being made free from sin, and become 
servants to God, ye have your fruit unto holiness,” Ro- 
mans 6:22. Let us observe that it stems from the “Spirit 
of holiness.” “But the fruit of the Spirit is love, joy, peace, 
longsuffering, gentleness, goodness, faith, meekness, tem- 
perance,” Galatians 5:22, 23. This kind of fruit never

springs from a carnal life. Impossible. Some of Satan’s 
imitations may appear much like the fruit of the Spirit, 
but at best they are only cheap substitutes. Actually, this 
fruit is inimitable. For example, Satan never produces 
love! It is miracle fruit. Take notice of where and how 
it grows. The soul that never knew love, joy, peace, etc., 
discovers to his delight that immediately upon receiving 
Christ into his life that this fruit appears for the first 
time. Satan may promise everything, but he cannot cause 
men to love their enemies; he cannot bring peace into a 
heart that has known nothing but frustration, civil war, 
fear, and condemnation. Satan can never set the joy 
bells to ringing in the heart that is sad, sorrowing and 
disillusioned. But these fruits will grow when the “Spirit 
of holiness” takes control of the life. 

Our answer to those who question the practicability of 
“true holiness” is, “It works.” In the realm of the natural, 
holiness is a colossal failure. But this is the work of God, 
for we have been “CREATED in righteousness and true 
holiness.” “We are his workmanship, created in Christ 
Jesus unto good works,” Ephesians 2:10. When the auto- 
motive engineers produce a new automobile, few people 
nowadays inquire whether or not it will run—it was built 
to run. The watchmaker made the lovely watch, not as a 
mere ornament, but to do a certain job. Be it said to the 
credit of the manufacturer of both the automobile and 
the watch that their products perform according to the 
will of those who made them. If the engineer and the 
artificer are able to build into their creations a certainty 
of performance, is it to be expected that the “workman- 
ship” of the great God, which bears His trademark, shall 
fail? Certainly not! God’s workmanship can be relied up- 
on. Yes, true holiness works! 

The proud owners of the splendid, streamlined auto- 
mobile and of the beautiful watch boast loudly of the 
precision performance of each. Their boasting is to the 
praise of the manufacturers. True holiness, although 
scorned by those blinded by the god of this world, is still 
the wonder of “principalities and powers in heavenly 
places.” They see that true holiness is at work in God’s 
“new creation.” It is not a failure. The Master is not 
ashamed of His workmanship. None other need be. We 
shall yet before all the host of heaven be “to the praise 
of the glory of His grace,” Ephesians 1:6, and a declara- 
tion to all of the “manifold wisdom of God.” Ephesians 
3:10.

Chandler Tharp 
moved to Florida at an 
early age, where he was 
converted, sanctified, and 
baptized with the Holy 
Ghost in 1907. It was in 
1910 that he joined the 
Church of God and began 
some evangelistic work in 
Florida in 1912. By 1920 
this aggressive lad had be- 
gun full-time ministerial 
work. Licensed in 1921, 
young Zeno took his first 
pastorate in northern 
Florida, followed by a ten- 
ure at. South Cleveland, 
Tennessee. 


He was ordained in 1924, 
the year he became pastor 
at East Chattanooga, where 
he served three years, mov- 
ing thence to Greenville, 
South Carolina. At Green- 
ville he remained eight 
years (1927-1935), leaving 
to become Superintendent 
of Education for the period 
of 1935-1944. 

Brother Tharp served as 
overseer of South Carolina 
from 1944 to 1948 and as 
Assistant General Overseer from 1948 to 1952, when 
he was elected General Overseer, where he is now serv- 
the general interests of the Church. 


With the highest of honors Zeno graduated from our 
Bible School in 1923. Still possessing a thirst for knowl- 
edge, he attended the Holmes Bible Missionary Insti- 
tute while pastoring in Greenville. His work here was 
distinguished by high scholastic achievements, as he 
maintained an A-plus average for one whole year. 

The work of Brother Tharp has not been restricted to 
pastoral and evangelistic work, but he has organized 
churches in Florida, Georgia, Tennessee, and both North 
and South Carolina. He became a member of the Council 
of Seventy in 1923, and has been a Supreme Councillor

for twenty years. Twenty 
years were served as a 
member of the Foreign 
Missions Board, several of 
which were given as secre- 
tary. For ten years he was 
on the Question Committee 
at the General Assembly. A 
number of years were given 
on the Orphanage and 
Publications Boards. Dur- 
ing his early ministry he 
was selected as an Assem- 
bly speaker, and-for ten 
consecutive years addressed 
this body on such subjects 
as: “The Bible, Our Pat- 
tern,” “Present Need of the 
Church,” “Palestine,” “The 
Isle of Patmos,” “Present 
Conditions in the Light of 
Prophecy,” “Going the Bi- 
ble Way.” 

In 1924 our East Chatta- 
nooga pastor left the 
Church and organized an 
independent work within 
three blocks of our church. 
By appointment of the 
General Overseer, F. J. Lee, 
Zeno Tharp was given the 
problem of saving our work. 
The first week’s tithes were 
$15, but four years later, 
when Brother Tharp left East Chattanooga, it was the 
largest church in our movement. 


AT the time he decided to leave Chattanooga, 
Brother Tharp received no appointment until after the 
close of the Assembly, when he was assigned to Green- 
ville, South Carolina, where he remained eight years. 
During this pastorate Greenville grew to be the Church 
of God’s largest, surpassing even Chattanooga. During 
one summer the Sunday School averaged more than one 
thousand. The largest church building in our move- 
ment was erected, and it was while pastor in Greenville 
that Brother Tharp made a three-month tour of Pales- 
tine and other Mediterranean countries. An accomplish-

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@ Ihe Curse of Being Neutral

TEXT: Judges 5:23, “Curse ye Meroz, said the angel 
of the Lord, curse ye bitterly the inhabitants thereof; 
because they came not to the help of the Lord, to the 
help of the Lord against the mighty.” 


HIS BITTER CURSE is placed upon the lit- 
tle hamlet called Meroz, which was located 
nine miles east of Jezreel between little 
Hermon and Gilboa. This curse was possi- 
bly pronounced on them because in the 
time of conflict, when grave issues were at 

stake and they were close to the field of battle, the men 
of Meroz sulked behind their walls, while their heroic 
kinsmen, Zebulun and Naphtali, though living farther 
away, took their stand against the hostile forces that en- 
dangered their liberty. 

Note that these men were not antagonistic toward God; 
neither were they serving other gods, nor in alliance with 
the enemies of Israel. 

The indictment against them is that they were neutral 
in the time of conflict. This seems to be the trend of 
Christendom today; in fact, it is the way of the masses. 
It is the respectable and applauded way, but deadly. 
When forces are rampant that will inundate the founda- 
tion of the Church, no sincere godly man can afford to be 
neutral, regardless of the consequence. “If the founda- 
tions be destroyed, what can the righteous do?” Psalm 
11:3. 

There is power in decision and conviction. Decision is 
not always a popular thing, but though it has to trod 
through valleys and endure the darkness and gloom of a 
few tunnels, if it is right it will always prevail. “Truth 
crushed to earth will rise again.” A man without con- 
viction is like a ship without a rudder. It was prophesied 
that neutrality would be one of the characteristics of the 
last-day Church. “So then because thou art lukewarm, 
and NEITHER cold nor hot. . .,” Revelation 3:16. 

God wants men who will take sides. Be sure you are 
right, then go ahead. Why not cry out like Moses, ‘Who 
is on the Lord’s side, let him come unto me,” Exodus 
32:6. No wonder men like David could stand courag- 
eously before a Goliath, because his philosophy of life 
was, “The Lord is on my side; I will not fear: what can 
man do unto me? The Lord taketh my part .. .,” Psalm 
118:6, 7. He had no man’s person in admiration, but God. 





Gop WANTS MEN who will stake their 
claims, stay by their guns, and not waver. “A double 
minded mind is unstable in all of his ways,” James 1:8. 
“ ... fighting shoulder to shoulder for the faith of the 
gospel. Never for a moment quail before your antagonists. 
Your fearlessness to them will be a sure token of im- 
pending destruction, but to you it will be a sure token of 
your salvation—a token coming from God,” Philippians 
1:27, 28, Weymouth’s Translation. 

“No man can serve two masters; for either he will 
hate the one, and love the other; or else he will hold to 
one and despise the other,” Matthew 6:24. The middle 
man may receive profit in secular businesses, but there is 
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no place in God’s business for a middle man. Mister In- 
between has no pew in God’s Church. There are a num- 
ber of titles for neutrality these days. Some call it psy- 
chology, while others call it diplomacy and broad- 
mindedness. I think many have become diplomatically 
devilish and broad, but shallow. They have learned the 
art of getting by. That is, they have learned not to stand 
openly for anything until they know which way the sen- 
timent is going; then they board the band wagon and 
ride to success (so-called success). Such success is un- 
merited. What if Martin Luther had taken this attitude? 
There would be no great history of the reformation of 
faith. What if Wesley had played the middle of the road? 
There would have been no Methodist revival. 

I once read an illustration that expresses the thinking 
of many pulpits today. A country schoolteacher, applying 
for a job, was asked the question, “Do you teach that 
the world is round or flat?” She replied, “Which way do 
you want it taught? I can teach it either way.” 

The clear-cut lines of demarcation have faded out un- 
til they are only a shadow of a once-definite past. One 
individual made a statement that “one trouble with 
America is, our people have lost a clear conviction as to 
what is right and what is wrong.” 

God has demanded of His men that “they shall teach 
my people the difference between the holy and profane, 
and cause them to discern between the unclean and 
clean. And in controversy they shall stand in judgment; 
and they shall judge according to my judgments.” Any- 
thing less than this is called, by the Lord, “daubing with 
untempered morter.” Ezekiel 22:26-28. 

Though the world is crying, “Prophesy unto us smooth 
things, and do not prophesy right things” (Isaiah 30:10), 
it doesn’t behoove us to fill their order. 


Nevutrairy is a sinister force in the 
Church today that will impede progress if not corrected. 
It is not enough to believe something; we must stand for 
something. Can you imagine the apostle Paul saying, 
“I’m going to wait until I see what the majority believe 
before I make my decision.” How absurd! He said, “I am 
set for the defence of the gospel,” Philippians 1:17. There 
are those who will sacrifice principle for position, fact 
for fame, and Christian ethics, and even ministerial 
ethics, for popularity. Sometimes I wonder if popularity 
and neutrality are not distant relatives, anyhow. Even 
Christ declared, “He that is not with me, is against me,” 
Matthew 12:30. 

To not stand for Christ is to be against Him. He has no 
medium class. He classifies all under two headings—for 
Him or against Him. There is no medium state—no med- 
ium heaven. It is only reasonable that one cannot be for 
two opponents—for sin and holiness—for Christ and the 
world—for light and darkness. “Ye cannot drink the cup 
of the Lord, and the cup of devils: ye cannot be par- 
takers of the Lord’s table, and of the table of devils,” 1 
Corinthians 10:21. Having done all to stand, let us stand, 
therefore.

We have had two conventions in the 
month of November at about the two 
extremes of distances—one deep in 
the north and the other deep in the 
south.

We had one convention in Quiche 
and in two other places special meet- 
ings, with Brother Bonilla of Mexico 
and Brother Morgan of Utila. Oscar 
R. Castillo and ‘your servant pulled in 
Sunday evening from our district con- 
vention, of three years old, only. He 
was driving a carry-all that had been 
loaned him by his cousin and which 
he uses in the soft-drink factory here. 
He was so loaded he could not stick 
another youngster inside. 

The celebration lasted for three 
days, in the town theater, with a loud- 
speaker covering the whole town with 
its far-reaching voice. Five received 
the Holy Ghost in the dining room, 
either fore or after meals. The 
young fellows gathered around with 
their guitars, and sometimes far into 
the night the power of God would fall, 
and the results would be that some- 
body received the Baptism. 

THE THRILL OF A GOSPEL SONG 

We were awakened, I should say we 
hadn’t slept yet at midnight when we 
heard the soft music in the still of the 
night outside the little adobe room 
where we had retired. It was really 
sweet to our ears—two guitars, a 
mandolin, and an accordion. They 
were making the rounds over the town 
and singing and playing gospel 
hymns 


A pastor came through here the 
next morning after we got in and told 
us that the night before they didn’t 
sleep at all. They transferred the 
meeting from the theater to the eat- 
ing place and kept going till the bus 
pulled out at three-thirty in the 
morning. 

A few souls were saved and there 
are several marriages pending among 
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the Indians. We brought in two small 
bags of trinkets that the Indians use 
for their witchcraft magic; the owners 
are now enjoying salvation through 
the precious blood of the Lamb. 


A CENTRAL CHURCH NEEDED 


At a session of this district conven- 
tion we established a permanent date, 
the last day of which is to fall on the 
second Sunday of November; that is, 
the last day of the convention. This 
because earlier in the year there 
would be the wet season and later 
would be the harvest of the corn, so 
we got about in between. This is the 
third convention held in that district. 

We also appointed a committee to 
search for a lot in a good location to 
build a central church and thus do 
away with having to look for other 
places for such gatherings. 

The dry season is the time to build: 
in the wet season the rains wash away 
the mud adobes, unless the builders 
keep them covered as they go. In the 
capital the construction is becoming 
more modern by the use of re- 
enforced concrete blocks. 

THEY CARRIED THE LIGHT PLANT 
THE LAST LAP 


In the southwest territory of our 
field, in the coastal district, the suver- 
visor, Jose Cruz Figueroa, of San Cris- 
tobal, and other brethren chartered 
an old bus to take them to the coast 
to inaugurate a new ranch (a humble 
house made of straw or tall grass) 
that had been built for a church 
building. The bus broke down twice on 
the way. Before they reached their 
destination they had to carry the lit- 
tle electric plant, that was to supvly 
the light for the occasion, the last lap 
of the journey. 

On the way back, just a few miles 
from the place they had held their 
services, they were tied up again. This 
time the Lord opened to them another 
preaching place and the possibility of 
a plot of ground to put up another 
ranch for another Church of God. 
This place we had contacted a few 
= back, but owing to a conflict at 
hat time we were obligated to hold 
up any transaction in that place. It is 
a great banana plantation center, 
where an American company has a 
modern compound set up, even a mod- 
ern hospital. It extends toward the 
Pacific Coast Line and has become 
very much improved in the way of 
protection from the malaria mosquito 
and tropical fevers and diseases. It is 
also a cultivated area. We hope this

A 
somber procession marched slow- 
ly —— and each person was dressed 
completely in black. Marching at the 
head of this procession were six 
priests, who led the way into a silent

ple, for it was adorned with many 
flowers, ribbons, and decorations. A 
Catholic funeral it was, and people’s 
hearts, pregnant with grief, hoped

NEW POWERFUL TELESCOPE 
REVEALS MOON’S SECRETS 


WASHINGTON (EP)—The vast 
magnifying power of the world’s larg- 
est telescope has —_ the moon so 
close to earth, the National Geo- 
graphic Society disclosed Saturday, 
that lunar features’ no larger than the 
Pentagon are clearly visible. The So- 


ciet utting on lay here the 
first publicly released photographs of 
planets and the moon taken by the 


200-inch Hale telescope on Palomar 
Mountain in California. 

The photographs show a chunk of 
the moon, two views of Mars, and one 
each of Jupiter, Venus, and Saturn. 
Because Mt. Paimar’s 200-inch “eye” 
is designed for other kinds of work, 
these may be “the closest views” man 
will ever have of earth’s solar system 
— the National Geographic 
sa 


The moon, which circles the earth 
at an average distance of nearly 
239,000 miles, appears in the new tele- 
scopic photo to be hardly more than 
a score of miles away. The Mars 


photographs strengthen scientific be- 
lief that the red planet supports a 
primitive form of plant life. Mars cir- 
cles the sun at an average distance of 
about 141.5 million miles and so is 
much colder than the earth, which is 
only some 93 million miles from the 
planetary system’s sole source of heat. 
But scientists have determined that 
the atmosphere of Mars contains am- 
le carbon dioxide to support plant 
ife and also some water vapor. 

“The immense power of the Hale 
telescope,” National Geographic said, 
“has made it possible to reproduce in 
the pictures known details of the 
planets and the moon on a larger 
scale than ever before. Visible in one 
photograph of Mars are white areas 
at the poles, possibly fog above layers 
of snow. The other Martian picture 
shows large dark areas that may be 
vegetation, as they vary in color from 
blue-green in the planet’s spring to 
brown in the fall.” 

Venus appears in the new picture 
as a moonlike crescent with only a 
part of its surface illuminated by the 
sun. The Venusian atmosphere is so 
dense that man never has seen the 
—_ solid surface. Science doubts 
hat there is any life on Venus. 

Jupiter, larger than all the other 
planets combined, looms in its photo- 

raph as a banded glob, flattened at 
he poles, on which is clearly visible 
the famous “great red spot.” The red 
spot has puzzled astronomers since 
its discovery in 1878. An old theory 
that it was caused by volcanic gasses 
welling up through Jupiter’s immense 
atmosphere apparently has been dis- 
carded. Jupiter certainly contains no 
life as, in the scientist’s cautious 
phrase, life is known on earth. Its 
“mean” distance from the sun is near- 
ly 490 million miles, which means that 
it is a permanently frozen planet.

ment of great significance while serving as Greenville 
District overseer was that Brother Tharp organized more 
churches on his district than there had been in the entire 
State of South Carolina. He supervised in the organizing 
of churches at Spartanburg, Laurens, Greer, Greenwood, 
Easley, Belton, Pelzer, Pickens, Jones Hill, Slater, Tuca- 
pau, Clinton, and North Greenville. 

The Greenville laymen agreed to their pastor’s pro- 
motion. During his nine years as Superintendent of Edu- 
cation, Brother Tharp liquidated the entire School in- 
debtedness and so balanced the School’s budget that 
it began to pay its own way. Bible Training School was 
changed from a six to nine months’ school. Through the 
Tharp administration our Junior College was established 
and our high school was accredited by the State of Ten- 
nessee. The enrollment ran between six and seven hun- 

‘dred. A new home for the School president was erected. 
It was also during this period that the Administration 
Building, consisting of four stories and a basement, was 
constructed. At that time this was a gigantic project for 
our school. The first floor consisted of the kitchen and 
cafeteria; second, classrooms; third, auditorium, seat- 
ing more than one thousand, including choir; fourth 
studios for private music practice. 

For thirty nine years Brother Tharp has been married 
to the former Miss Annie Mae Caruthers. Their oldest 
child, Mildred Jones, is L. W. W. B. president in South 


Greenville, South Carolina, and her husband is Sunday 
School superintendent. Zeno, Jr. has served for years as 
clerk at the Birmingham, Alabama, church, where his 
wife is also a member. Jewell Blair is a member at 
Greenville, South Carolina, where her husband isa 
church councillor. The fourth child, Novella Hopkins, is 
a member at Laurens Road, Greenville, South Carolina, 
where her husband is Sunday School superintendent. 
Recently married to a Church of God boy, the youngest 
child, Liel (Bill) has not missed Sunday School for nine 
years and is a musician in her local church. 

Brother Tharp has made great contributions to the 
Church of God. Besides having established our Junior 
College and erecting the Administration Building, he is 
largely responsible for the aged ministers’ pension plan, 
formulating the plan by which the amount of renumera- 
is reached and proposing each increase. He proposed the 
institution of the two-year system of appointments. In 
staying eight years in Greenville as pastor he set a 
precedent for long-term pastorates at a time when our 
pastors were changing almost every year. He proposed 
the new church hymnal, selecting most of the songs in 
the book himself. The demand for this book is tremen- 
dous, eighty thousand having already been printed. 

Evangelist, pastor, Education Superintendent, state 
overseer, and Assistant to the General Overseer, the work 
of Zeno Tharp has been excellent. Still in his fifties, 
he possesses an untiring energy for God and the Church. 
Great chapters will yet be written in the history of 
his life.
